CHURCH UNION IN CANADA. 


This subject has come prominently to; 
the fore. _A movement has been on foot) 
for seven years looking towards the) 
unification of the evangelical churches | 
under one form of government. The! 
proposal took definite form in relation to} 
the Presbyterians, Methodista and Con- 
gregationalists. It now has come to in- 
clude the Church of England in Can- 
ada, as well as the Baptists. The An- 
glican Bishop of Huron, accompanied by 
@ delegation from his diocese waited on) 
the General Asembly of the Presbyter-| 
jan church recently held in London, | 
Ont., and‘ presented greetings of. the} 
Church of England, expressing its wil-| 
lingness to consider overtures, not only} 
of more complete Christian unity be-| 
tween these two bodies, but of organic) 
union as well. They were met more 
than half way, because the Assembly 
had already decided that the negotia-| 
tions to take in the Methodists and Con-| 
gregationalists should be extended to the| 
Anglicans and the Baptists. The signs 
of the times; are, - therefore, tavorable| 
to the hope that Protestants will sooner| 
or Jater all worship under one vine and| 
fig tree.

do not think that the pulpit is taking}

It will be in the latter that} 
the greatest obstacle will have to be} 
overcome. The man or woman who has 


heen used to worshipping under the min- 
jstrations of his or her spiritual adviser 
in a certain way for all the years of 
life, is not likely to, the bidding of 
the same sbiritual adviser, turn around 
and accept something else which there 
hae been every reason to believe con- 
stituted a vital point of difference be 
tween one church and another. It is 
not so much, perhaps the conscientious | 
convictions regarding points of doctrine) 
as the sense of feeling at home in a 
new order of things that wil binder. We 
fancy that in many parts of eastern 
Canada, especially, there would be a re- 
bellion in the pews if the very nice for- 
mula of union were attempted to be put 
inito effect, even assuming that the ex- 
ponents of the different sects could com- 
promise on their differences so far as 
10 make union a possibility. Although 
union is being boomed in -certain in- 
fiuential quarters, it does not really rep-| 
resent a widespread national feeling in 
ahat direction. It may come in time, 
but the Jeaders are in advance of public 
church sentiment in promoting it, It is} 
a’ big subject, and fairly bristles with | 
diffiquities when we get down to the de- 
tails of organic union. 

It may be assumed, to start with, that 
the move is one in the right direction. 
Dissensions in the church after the re- 
fotmation arose out of the penchant for 
thedlogical discussion which followed the 
recognition of the right of private judg- 
ment in the interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures. Many men became a law unto 
themselves, and sects multiplied as doc- 
tore differed. Each theologian naturally 
“attached a great deal of importance to 
what we now would regard as non-es- 
eentials. ‘The tendency to dividesand 
subdivide continued for several centuries, 
and we, some time ago, reached the 

49 our religious history at which 
the pendulum began to swing back.

quest. When the trust was terminat~ 
ed by the death of the last grandson, 
litigation broke out again, in 1856, and 
the estate was finally divided in 1859 
between the next heirs, If the property 
had accumulated according to the 
usual law of compound interest, it 
would have amounted to $700,000,000 in 
our money; but bad management and 
the costs of litigation had so reduced 
the estate that each received but @ 
comparatively moderate fortune.

MENDY is news from the Garden of 
Eden. 

Dr. W. L, Abbott, the famous eth- 
nologist and explorer, bas located the site, 
and is now on his way back from there 
with valuable memorials of Adam and 
Rive, which are to be deposited in the 
National Museam at’ Washington. 

Lest this statement be deemed too ex- 
traordinary, it should be explained that 
Dr. Abbott's most recent explorations have 
been made on two groups of volcanic ts

lands tn the midst of the Indian Ocenn, 
quite close together—namely, the Anda- 
mans and the Nicobars. They—at all 
events, the Andamans—are inhabited by 
a race of pigmies, who are without excep- 
tion the most primitive people in the 
world, as well as the smallest in stature. 
Of al! extating hamen beings they approach 
most nearly, Dr. Abbott says, to Adam and 
Eve; that is to say, to the original, primt- 
tive men and women who Grst dwelt on 
this earth long ages ago. 

All traditions appear to indicate that the 
original Paradise, in whieh the human race 
made {ts fret start, wes located somewhere 
in the neighborhood of the Indian Ocean, 
and !t seems not unreasonable to imagine 
that it may have been situated on that 
mysterious continent known to science a: 
Lemuria, which bas no existence téday 
simply for the reason that, owing to an 
wrerpleined cataclysm, It has disappeared 
beneath the waver. This vanished land- 
moss, otherwise known as the “Austral 
Geatinent,” once occupied « large part ot 

fs now the Indian Ocean. At all 
plenty of evidence acceptable to 
grologt and students of animal distri- 
bution appears to point to this conclasion. 

When the continent of Lemuria subsided 
it was wholly submerged except for a few 
very lofty mountain peaks, which, 9ro- 
Jecting above the waves, appear to-day as 
two groups of islands—the Andamans on 
the north and the Nicobars on the south. 
Here, then, if the theory pretty generally 
eccepted be correct, is all taat remains of 
the land-mase on which the earliest home 
of man was located. It was bere that the 
fufancy of the rice was passed, and !t ts 
here also that even at the present time -is 
found the most primitive of known peoples. 

For untold centuries the pigmies of the 
Andamans have lived on this lonely group 
of islands, shut away from all the rest of 
the world. More ancient, apparently, than 
any other existing people, they bave not 
been modified by tnterbreeding with any 
other race. Enormous accumulations of 
food remains, such as bones and marine 
ghells, indicate their occupancy of the 
islands for a very great length of time 

Representing, as they seem to do, the tn 
fancy of mankind, the direct and unalloyed 
descendants of Adam and Eve, it is cer 
tainly odd to observe that these dwarfs, 
considered as individuals, resemble babies 
fm a détriking way. They have fat little 
belies and heads too big for thelr diminu- 
tive bodies, In stature the meu average 
only four feet ten inches, while the women 
are three inches sorter. 


‘Were Adam and Eve Black Folks? 


It is to be feared that, in the light of 
this and other recent discoveries, the con- 
ventional and poetic conception of Adam 
and Eve nist be dismissed os without 
proper basis in fact. In all likelihood white 
people did not make thelr frst appear. 
ance in the world uotil a comparatively re- 
cent date (reckoning tae age of the human 
race at somewhere between 200,000 and 
800,000 years), and the first pair, from 
whom ak of us are descended, must have 
been of exceedingly dark complextoh, The 
Andaman Islanders of the present day 
vary in hue from browze to glossy binck. 

A shock it is to learn™taat the Adam 
and Bye of long-accepted story were, In all 
probability, Diack folks. Instead of a 
Deautifal woman, white of skin ani with 
flowing tresses—in pictures she ts often 
represented 1s §©=. blond— modern 
compels ws to suppose that the 
mother was an agly and ungainly creature, 
with frissly hair and very little of it, whtle 
the father of the race was a pot-bellied 
pigmy with the head too big for his body. 

So far ag clothes were concerned, the site 
of the Gerden of Eden was miradly 
ehousn ag a region where the warmth of 
the climate rendered protective costume 
amnecessary. It most also be sipposed—it 
the primitive paradise was really located in 
Lemuria—that the yanisbed continent, like 
Australia, was Gevold of large and danger. 
ous mammals. For alt anthropologists are 
agreed that so feeble « creature as man, 
naked aod unprovided by ncature with 
weapons, could not possibly have survived 
Jong enough to get a start in the world, it 
exposed to attack by ravenous beasts, with 
which be was wholly unable to cope.

One custom of the pigmies seems to ve 
derived from their, ancestors, Adam and 
—namely, that of wearing ralments of 
leaves, The women are invariably cos 
tumed In a small apron of leaves, and noth 
ing else, By the mon, however, such a 
mark of modesty is considered unnecessary, 
though they adorn themselves with brace- 
lets and anklets, to which tufts of leaves 
are attached 


The place of clothes 1s taken, to n cer 
tain extent, by tattooing, which Is quite 
élaborately performed, all ornamental work 
of this kind being executed by women art 
fats. It ts the women, also, who are the 
barbers, shaving thoir hasbands once a 
week regniarly. The wives Go all the work, 
both Indoors ang ‘outdoors, and act a 
valets to their husbands. 

It ts, however, In respect to thelr morty- 
ary customs and their Ideas of personal 
ornamentation that these pigmies are most 
remarkable When a child dies, its bones 
are broken into small pleces and made tnto 
neckinces, which are given away to rela 
tives and friends, to be .worn charms 
against disease and bad Juck of all kinds. 

The skoll (which, if of a baby and there 
fore fragile, is covered with a network of 
string to preserve it), Is rotained by the 
mother, and worn attached to a band of 
strong beads or shells around ber neck. Oc- 
castonally the father wears it. 

Most astonishing is the addiction of these 
ttle people to bhumes bones, which, from 
thelr polat of view, pomeéss extraordinary 
efficacy as charms and fetiches.

among the wiekeg demons is the Evil Spirtt 
of the Sea, who Gwells in the ocean, and 
who devours the bodies of the drowned. 

Strange to say, thete has never been an 
idiot or a lunatic known among these is- 
landers. They live chiefly on fish and 
feoits,. and cannot be persuaded to plant 
@ teed under any circudstances, though 
they are very fond the white man's 
vegetables. Their villages, which are oc 
cupied for short periods, an@ then deserted, 
are smal! groups of fragile ‘huts, with a 
framework of slender poles and roofs of 
palm leaves. From the reofa usually hang 
skulle of dugongs, turtles and pigs—hunt- 
ing trqpbies of wiileh they are very proud. 

The people of the Nicobar Islands are 
not Gwarfs, bot, as appears from the study 
recently made of them by Dr. Abbott, pos 
sess some remarkal characteristics, For 
oue thing; they have dereloped a species 
of art fo sculpture that is unlike anything 
hitherto known. 

The art objects they make are carved 
out of wood, and usually are from three 
to six feet In height—representing every- 
thing imaginable, from a mermaid to 
ebicken. Some of these sculptures & 
fo the Ikeness of things which the ns 
tives hare seén on board of trading ves 
sels, of about which—angels, for Instance— 
missionaries have told them, They are 
kept In the house, as part of the do- 
mestic furniture, qne might say, and three 
or four of them may be seen hanging 
from the ceiling of almost any family 
dwelling. 

All of them are, however, nothing more 
por less than fetiches—that Is to say,. ob- 
jects of supernatural potency, Intended to 
ward off disease or the evil spirite which 
bring misfortune. If « map is sick be 
Goes not bother to send for the doctor, 
but gets one or more pleces of wood gna 
proceeds to carve an effigy of one sort or 
another. Apparently, it does not matter 
what the effigy represents -It may be « 
iieard, or possibly a missionary with a 
“plug” hat on his head. 

Arms and legs, or possibly wings, Saving 
been attached, and the image carefully 
painted, It fs finished, and meets the end 
for which it wae designed by affording « 
tenement for a friendly epirit which Is 
supposed to come and occupy it. Itis the

atraight hair that falls to thetr shoulders, 
and thelr feet to a remarkable extent 

we do our bands, rarely stooping to pick 
up anything from the ground. he dress of 
the men consists of nothing more than « 
stelog around the waist, supporting a nar 
now strip of cloth passing between the legs. 
By the chiefs, however, civilized garments 
ate eagerly bought from the traders, and 
“plug” hats are in great demand. A wo 
man is considered to be very fashionably 
attired if she wears an ordinary potticoat 
tied around ber neck. But more commonly 
she wears a single long piece of cloth 
wound ground her body. 

Trading vessels bring to the Nicobars 
such commodities guns and ammunition, 
tobacco and rum, knives, cloth and cut- 
lasses. Spoons and soup ladies are also 
moch tn demand—not for use, but to be 
bung up in the bouses as ornaments. The 
cutlasses are employed for planting cocoa- 
nuts, of which the natives bave extensive 
groves. When a ship arrives, they go 
aboard of her, pick out the merchaodise 
they want, and promise to deliver on & 
certain an equivalent ‘tn cocoaputs- 
an agreement which, thougn pald in ad- 
vance, they never fall to keep, It Is im 
possible to persuade them to extract and 
dry the cocoanut “meats,” which furnish 
the “copra” of commerce. They will only 
bring the nuts to the beach tled together 
by twos with strips of bark and slung over 
long bamboo sticks. 


Never Live Beyond Forty. 


Taere seem to be no old people among 
the Nicobar Islanders, and aimost never, ac 
cording to Dr. Abbott, does one seo a native 
over forty years of ag A while ago, on 
one tsland of the group, they began to make 
po an art not previously known among 
them—but several of them died; qnd, detng 
convinced that the new industry was ac- 
countable, they gave it up for good. 

Though they get rum from the traders, 
drunkennese is almost unknown gmong 
them, except once a year, at the great an- 
nual feast, when nearly everybody becomes 
intoxicated. On this occasion there is 
ways a combit between a man and a pig, 
which Is extremely exciting, ghe pig being 
rendered frantic as a preliminary, while the 
man—who, by the way, does not always es 
cape severe injury—is requiréd to contend 
against the porker with no mbapons except 
his bare banda. 

As might be imagined, the: 
people are very superstitious, 
robber crab, which is a glan@ land crusta- 
cean, devours niany coconnuft, but no at| 
tempt is*msde to Interfere with the erea-| 
ture, because to do so would bring misfor- 
tune. The crab is supposed to be a demon. 

It should be mentioned Inetdentally that! 
the“interlor of Great Nicobar, the largest 
{gland of the group, iw as yet unexplored, 
and for this reason practically notiing is 
known about a strange race of monkey-like

MODERN ANDAMAN ISLANDER, OF 
THE LOWEST LIVING RACE, 


Dr. W. L, Abbott, the famous eth- 
Dologist and explorer, bas located the site, 
aod is now on his way back from there 
with valuable memorials of Adam snd 
Bre, which are to be deposited in the 
National Museum et- Washington, 

Lest this statement be deemed too ex- 
traordinary, it should be explained that 
Dr. Abbott's most recent explorations have 
been made on two groups of voloante ts- 
"lands im the midst of the Indian Ocean, 
quite close together—namely, the Anda- 
mans and the Nicobars, They—at all 
event: the Andamans—are inbabited by 
& race of pigmi who are without excep- 
tion the most primitive people in the 
world, as well as the smallest in stature. 
Of all existing human beings they approach 
most nearly, Dr. Abbott says, to Adam and 
Eve; that is to say, to the original, primt- 
tive men and women who first dwelt on 
this earth long ages ago. 

All traditions appear to indicate that the 
original Paradise, in which the human race 
made fts first start, was located somewhere 
in the neighborhood of the Indian Ocean, 
and It seems not unreasonable to imagine 
that it may have been situated on that 
mysterious continent known to science 
Lemuria, which bas no existence to-day 
simply for the reason that, owing to an 
werpleined cataclysm, ft has disappeared 
bomeath the wavee. This vanished land- 
moss, otherwise known as the “Austral 
Geatinent,” once occupied a large part of 
whet Is now. the Indian Ocean. At all 
events, plenty of evidence acceptable to 
geologists and students of animal <istri- 
bution appears to point to this conclusion. 

When the continent of Lemuria subsided 
it was wholly submerged except for « few 
very lofty mountain peaks, which, 9ro- 
Jecting above the waves, appear to-day 
two groups of teldnds—the Andamans on 
the north and the Nicobars on the south. 
Here, then, if the theory pretty generally 
secepted be correct, is all taat remains of 
the land-mase on which the earliest home 
of man w jocated, It was bere that the 
iufancy of the race was passed, and It ts 
bere also that eren at the present time is 
found the most primitive of knows peoples. 

For untold centuries the plgmies of the 
Andamans have lived op this lonely group 
of islands, shut away from all the rest of 
the world. More ancient, apparently, than 
any other existing people, they bave not 
Deen modified by interbreeding with any 
other race. Enormous accumulations of 
food remains, ench as bones and marine 
she! indicate their occupancy of the 
islands for a very great length of time. 

Representing, as they seem to do, the fn 
fancy of mankind, the direct and unalloyed 
descendants of Adem and Bre, ft In cer 
tainly odd to observe that these dwarfs, 
considered as individuais, resemble babies 
fn a @triking way. They have fat little 
belies and heads too big for their diminu 
tive bodies. In stature the men average 
only four feet ten inches, while the women 
are three inches sorter. 


Were Adam and Eve Black Folks? 


Tt is to be feared that, in the light of 
this and other recent discoveries, the con- 
ventional and poetic conception of Adam 
and Eve must be dismissed os without 
proper basis in fact. In all likelthood white 
people did not make thelr Grst appear. 
ance in the world until a comparatively re- 
cent date (reckoning tae age of the human 
Tace at somewhere betwoen 200,000 and 
800,000 years), and the fret pair. from 
whom ah of us are descended, must have 
been of exceedingly dark complexion. The 
Andaman Islanders of the present day 
vary in hue from brouze to glossy biack. 

A shock it is to learn that the Adam 
and Eve of long-accepted story were, In all 
probability, black folks. Instead of a 
beautiful woman, white of skin and with 
Sowing tresses—io pictures she ts often 
represented blond—modern science 
compels ut to suppose that the fret 
mother was an agly and ungainly creature, 
with frizely hale and very little of it, while 
the father of the race was & pot-bellied 
pigmy with the head too big for his body.

fn the spread of such 
maladies has been 
given by one of their 
eccentric customs, 
Which demands that 
infants shat! be 
suckled by the wom- 
en indiscriminately 

Missionaries 
tried to intro 
Christianity into the 
fsland, but with not 
able lack of success. 
The dwarfs who be. 
come converts mptly at m all labor 
whatsoever, and dovote themselves to sing- 
Ing and dancing—a state of affairs bighly 
Giscouraging to those interested in the 
rescue of thelr souls, Then, too, a kind 
of malaria prevails there, which t ex 
ceedingly malignant, and which is deadly 
to wh.te folks. Consequently, as reported 
by Dr. Abbott, tae oly relic of civilized 
réligion that be could find remaining at the 
time of his visit was o large Bible, utilised 
as a pillow by a fat native, and regarded 
by its owner as a fotich, 

One custom of the pigmies seems to pe 
derived from their ancestors, Adam and 
Lve—namely, tat of wearing ralments of 
leaves. The women are invariably cos 
tumed in a small apron of Jeaves, and noth 
ing else, By the mon, however, such a 
Mark of modesty is considered unnecessary, 
though they adorn thomselves with brace- 
lets and anklets, to which tufts of leaves 
are attached, 


The place of clothes ts taken, to n cor 
tain extent, vy tattoolng, which ts quite 
elaborately performed, all ornamental work 
of this kind being executed by women art- 
iste. It is the women, also, who are the 
barbers, shaving their basbands once a 
week regularly, The wives do all the work, 
both Indoors and outdoors, and act as 
valets to thelr husbands. 

Tt te, however, in respect to their mortu- 
ary customs and thelr Ideas of personal 
ornamentation that these plgmies are moat 
rébiarkable, When a ebtia dl its bones 
are broken into smal! pleces and made into 

which are given away to rele- 
tives and friends, to be.worn as charms 
against disease and bad juck of all kinds. 

The skali (which, if of a baby and there 
fore fragile, is covered with « network of 
string to preserve it), Is rotained by the 
mother, and worn attached to a hand of 
strung beads or shells around ber neck. Oc- 
easlonaliy the father wears it. 


Most astonishing {s the addiction of these 
iittie people to human bones, which, from 
thelr polnt of view, possess extraordinary 
eficacy as charms and fetiches.

Nevertheless, they 
are remarkably fergetous, and much dreaded 
by mariners, whg know that, If wrecked 
upon the inhospitable shores of the. An- 
damans, they will be, received by the na 
tives, not with kindly welcome and succor, 
but with showers of arrows.

Bo far an can be ascertained, the charge 

of cannibalism brought against the dw: 
{is not well founded in fact; and it ts ikely 
that much of thelr disiike of the whites 
ig attributable to the cruelty of Chinese 
and Burmese traders, who, visiting the is- 
lands In pursult of sea cucumbers and edi- 
ble birds’ nests, have made a frequent 
practice of kidnapping the pigmies and 
selling them into slavery. 

Until recently the Andamanese knew o' 
no way to make fire, or to obtain it, ex- 
cept from an active roleano on one of 
the islands. They are able to keep it alive 
for a long time, however, in smouldering 
logs 4, when they go on a journey, they 
commonly take @ log of rotten wood with 
them, containing the re. At night it Is 
not safe, they beileve, to go about without 
@ torch of some kind to frighten the de- 
mous. But the traders bave qupplied them 
with friction matches, in batter for edt- 
ble birds’ nests and certain other native 
commodities, and witb these they are 
greatly delighted. mearding them aa super. 
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anger, by placing the left

among the wicked demons ts the Evil Spirit 
of the Sea, who dwelis in the ocean, and 
who devours the bodies of the drowned. 

Strange to say, there has never been an 
idiot or a lunatic known among these is- 
landers. They i chiefy on fish and 
feuite, and cannot be persuaded to plant 
@ seed under any circunistances, though 
they are very fond of the white man's 
vegetables. Their villages, which are oc- 
cupled for short periods, and then deserted, 
are small groups of fragile huts, with a 
framework of slender polés and roofs of 
palm leaves. From the roofs usually hang 
skulle ‘of Augongs, turtles and pigs—hunt- 
ing trdphies of whlth they are very proud. 

The people of the Nicbbar Islands are 
not dwarfs, bat, as appears from the study 
recentiy made of them by Dr.’ Abbott, pos- 
sess some remarkable characteristics. Vor 
one thing, they have developed a species 
of art fo sculpture that fs unlike anything 
hitherto known. 

The art objects they make are carved 
out of wood, and usually are from three 
to six feet In helght—representing every- 
thing !magipabdle, from @ mermaid to a 
chicken. Some of these sculptares « 
tm the likeness of things which the na- 
tives have seén on board of trading ves 

about which—an for instance. 
missionaries have told them. They are 
kept im the house, as part of the do- 
mestic furniture, qne might say, and three 
or four of them may be seen hanging 
from the ceiling of almost any family 
Gweiling. 

All of them are, however, nothing more 
nor less than fetiches—that is to say, ob 
fects of supernatural potency, intended to 
ward off disease or the evil spirits which 
bring misfortune. If a map is sick be 
does not bother to send for the doctor, 
bot gets one or more pleces of wood gud 
proceeds to carve an effigy of one sort or 
another. Apparently, [t does not matter 
what the effigy represents—it may be 2 
iizard, or possibly a missionary with a 
“plog” bat on his head. 

Arms and legs, or possibly wings, having 
been attached, and the image carefully 
painted, It is finished, and meets the end 
for which tt was designed by affording a 
tenement for a friendly spirit which ts 
supposed to come and occupy it, Itis the 
business of the spirit to defend the owner 
from mischiefs of all kinds, and it may be 
counted ypon so to do as long as it is bung 
up and remains suspended from the ceiling 
of the house, which Is usually a cone 
shaped but, shaped like a beehive and 
placed on tall piles, ¢o that one may walk 
beneath it, The roof is thatched with 
mats; the sides are of interlaced bam- 
boo, and the floor fs of spilt bamboo 
jaths, Byverything !n the dwelling ts al 
ways vory clean and neat. The fire, for 
cooking, is bullt in a basket of sand; and 
a bamboo ladder, which is pulled up at 
might for the safety of the occupant, pro- 
vides means of ingress. .

The dress of 
the men consists of nothing more than a 
string around the waist, supporting a n 
now strip of cloth passing between the legs. 
By the chiefs, however, civilized garments 
are eagerly bought from the traders, and 
plug” hats are in great demand. A wo 
man is considered to be very fashionably 
attired 1f she wears an ordinary petticoat 
tied around ber neck. But more commonly 
she wears a single long piece of cloth 
wound around her body. 

Trading vessels bring to the Nicobars 
euch commodities as guns and ammunition, 
tobacco and rum, knives, cloth and cut- 
Jasses. Spoons and soup ladies are also 
much tn demand—not for use, but to be 
bung up in the houdes as ornaments. The 
cutilasses are employed for planting cocoa- 
nuts, of which the natives have extensive 
groves. When a ship arrives, they go 
aboard of her, pick out the merchandise 
they want, and promise to deliver on & 
certain day an equivalent ‘in cocoanuts—~ 
an agreement which, though pald in ad- 
vance, they never fall to keep. It Is im- 
possible to persuade them to extract and 
Gry the cocoanut “meats, which furolsh 
the “copra” of commerce. They will only 
bring the nuts to the beach tled together 
by twos with strips of bark and slung over 
long bamboo sticks, 


Never Live Beyond Forty. 


Taere seem to he no old people among 
the Nicobar Islanders, and almost verer, ace 
cording to Dr, Abbott, does one seo a native 
over forty years of a A while ago, on 
one Island of the oup, they began to make 
pots—an art not previously Kuewn among 
them—but several of them died; and, tetn., 
convinced that the new industry was ac 
countable, they gave it up for good. 

Though they get rum from the traders, 
Grunkenness is almost unknown gmong 
them, except once a year, at the great an 
nual feast, when nearly everybédy become: 
intoxicated. On this occasion there is al- 
ways a combut between a man and a pig, 
which 's extremely exciting, ghe pig being 
rendered frantic as a preliminary, while the 
man—who, by the way, does not always es- 
cape severe injury—tis required to contend 
against the porker with no mbapons except 
his bare bands.

the womgn who does her own work has been a 
much more tidy individual than, her prede- 
cessor, who had nothing between shirtwaist suits, 
which take plenty of time and patience to put on 
with any degrée of nea! and those most pa- 
thetic of all garments, Mother Hubbard wrappers. 

The queintest working dress (like the one pic- 
tured) may be made of percale, a deep pocket 
stitched on the front like.a turned up apron and 
kept from dragging-out by big buttons set at in- 
tervals around it. The buttoning-back idea is re- 

ated on the sleeves, the deep cuff held up by the 
uttons which seem to trim them. 

Collars are mostly conspicuous by their ab- 
sence, if you except the low, broad, rolling kind, 
which, with a bow at the throat, are becoming to 
almost every type of woman, unlike the more try- 
ing collarless styles. 

Surplice waists are easily made, and are capa- 
le of many adaptations. But perhaps the pret- 
tiest of all the many house dresses are those 
adapted for princess. styles, one-piece, but shirred 
about the waist like a deep girdle, and made of 
flowered dimities and lawns and the rest of the 
sheer, pretty stuffs, which seem made for just such 
purposes. 

_ They hook up the back, are slipped into as 
easily—more easily, perhaps—as any other dress. 

Some of them are cut just a little low, the 
round neck shirred to match the waist, and tho 
elbow sleeves are shirred, too. 
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Novelties in Handkerchiefs 


F YOU are not one of the hopeleas con- 
servatives who will use none but a plain 
white handkerchief, there are many fas- 

cinatirig novelties for spring which show a 
touch of color. 

These are far different from the some- 
what heavy looking borders in solid colors 
usually seen. The tint is applied in such a 
Way as to be attractively sheer and filmy. 
Sometimes it is a touch of delicate blue or 
pink or green running in a scattered design 
over the surface of the handkerchief, or it 
may be just a hint of color in the corners to 
act as a background for a hand-embroidered 
pattern. 

Again, the body of the handkerchief is 
in color, with the border woven through it in 
white. That does not sound dainty or even 
pleasing, but it is. Sometimes color is used ~ 
both in the border and in a figure in the 
handkerchief itself. Dots the size of a penny 
in the faintest tone of green are particularly 
stylish.

Belts, Girdles and Sashes 


ITH the era of summer gowns the ques- 

tion of waist adornment becomes vital. 

What is the proper belt or sash or gir- 

dle to wear on every occasion? How 

art they made, if made! Does ribbon or leather or 
silk lead? 

There are, roughly speaking, three classes of 
belts: those for morning or shirtwaist gowns; 
those for suits—cloth, silk or voile; and those for 
the dainty lingerie dresses of afternoon and even- 
ing wear. For the shirtwaist suit either linen or 
leather belts, straight or shaped, strictly tailored 
or elaborately embroidered, are used. 


Never have the linen belts been so fascinating. 
The crushable ones of last season on which em- 
broidered effects were so often lost. have given 
place to shaped ones, These have a decided slope, 
gained lesa by having them high in the back (such 
a shortener to the waist line) than by very narrow 
fronts. Almost invariably they are lined or have 
double folds of the linen; sometimes they are even 
boned. 

The almost universal buckle for the linen “belt 
is of mother-of-pearl, though occasionally two 
brass clasps on the harness Order are substituted. 


Less eyelet work and more and more satin 


Frond 
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stitch is seen. The design is usually conventional- 
ized, frequently a floral spray at the back narrow- 
ing to the sides. 


A particularly effective belt, most stylish in its 
simplicity, is a rather broad band of linen, about 
three inches wide, stitched on either side and em- 
broidered with dots about the size of a lead pencil 
at intervals of an inch or two: Through the centre 
midway between every other dot is a larger one 
the size of a ten-cent piece. 


This same idea may be carried out in eyelet 
work, with the large central eyelet as the centre of 
a square of four smaller outside ones instead of in 
lines with alternate ones. 


Extremely tailor made are the perfectly plain 
belts of stitched linen, which are wonderfully con- 
venient, because they button on the under clasp 
of the buckle instead of being sewed. 


The shaped girdles of linen usually have both 
edges buttonh led in scallops. The designs of 
many of the newer ones are detached—as scattered 
fleur-de-lis in satin stitch or small bowknots. One 
good-looking one had a deep conventional arrange- 
ment of circles at the back worked in satin stitch 
and seeding, the outer edges being buttonholed and 
cut out. 

Lingerie belts of insertion are much in favor 
for morning wear, also the broad belts of loosely 
woven basket weave braid, which washes splendidly 
These belts are worn generally with the mother-of- 
pearl buckle, occasionally with one of brass or sil- 
ver. 


A lawn girdle deep in front and narrow at tle 
back is held in placa by long-narrow pearl buckles 
front and back. It is effective when worked about 
an inch from the edge with fine briar stitching. 

Particularly lovely are broad crush belts of 
Chinese linen with the elaborate embroidery pecu- 
liar tothe Asiatic. This embroidery on silk, both 
white and in rich coloring, is in great favor for 
cloth or silk gowns. With the colored ones fasci- 
nating Chinese buckles of ivory or colored metal 
are used, 

A charming girdle for a natural colored linen 
gown is one done in the dress material worked ina 
dragon design in lovely bronze tones and soft blue 
pinks, greens and copper, the whole outlined “in 
gold thread. 

As for the leather belts, their name ig legion. 
Shades to match the costume are in vogue, though 
almost more popular are the plain white ones, or 
white with gilt trimming. 


A charming one was of white glace kid with a 
natrow strap, edged on both sides with a fine gilt 
line running through slashes in the centre of the 
entire length of the belt. 

Many of the leather belts are shaped and 
boned back and front; others are studded in steel 
in intricate patterns; still others-are trimmed in 
leather-covered buttons, while some, extra broad 
and soft, button up the back with a white double 
clasp. 

The stamped Japanese leather in metallic oel- 
orings are much liked for a variety. An attractive 
one was about an inch and a half wide, with a 
dragon design in, green and an oxidized dragon 
buekle. 

Very Frenchy is an imported white leather 
belt edged with gilt spangles and fashioned with 
ribbon embroidery in pastel shades of pink, bloe 
and n into forget-me-not wreaths. e con- 
nect bowknots of silver apangles around circles of 
white, pink and red beads outlined in gilt.

Linen suits (and that includes the linen and 
gettons which are aboutin apparently endless pro- 
fusion this summer) have partly, although not en- 
tirely, solved that problem, and coat-shirtwaists 
promise to be a greater boon to business women 
than to any one else. 

Coat-shirtwaists are shirtwaists' made some- 
what on the order of the tailor-made dresses in 
fashion years ago, cut like a tight-fitting coat, but 
cut off more like the waist of a dress. 

Some of them are even tucked under the skirt 
like a regulation shirtwaist; all of them are fin- 
ished about the neck like: a coat—with the man’s 
collar and lapels which were the hallmark of the 
old-time tailor-made dresses, or with shaw] collars, 
or any of the countless stitched affairs which set 
off collarless styles to so good advantage. 

With all of them are worn chemisettes, the 
dress cut quite low for some of them and the 
chemisette made either the severely plain kind— 
like the top of a plain shirtwaist—or perhaps with 
a central box-pleat, ruffled each side, and with a 
full bow of soft white stuff, edged with lace—the 
lingerie tie all the world’s wearing this summer 
with shirtwaists set right in front.

Shirrings are less pronounced, while ribbon 
lacings through crocheted rings aré distinctly “in” 
onee more, Narrow ribbon and small buttons, by 
the way, are features of most of the silk girdles, 
with corded tucks a close second. 

For stout figures girdles with flat attached 
pieces front and back stiffened with canvas and 
simply trimmed with buttons, the bias silk being 
drawn down in plaits or held by stitching at the 
sides, always prove becoming. 


Rather more severe are the narrow, slightly 
shaped, stiffly corded belts of taffeta in every color, 
crossed at short intervals by stitched bias bands. 

Tinsel belts—the better quality—cill are pop- 
ular for wear with suits. Beautiful, indeed, was 
one with dull purple and pink flowers woven in the 
gold cloth, the belt fastening with a butterfly of un- 
burnished hammered French gold. 

One good-looking sash of black moire was Iai 
in flat plaits with a bias seam in the centre of the 
front.

Yet as you go along you notice women every- 
where, their coat sleeves cut off at the elbow, the 
long sleeves of their blouses sticking out in an 
anything but graceful fashion, sometimes made 
even more impossible by gloves—actually short 
ones—at the end of the long sheer sleeve! 

Or, what is in‘ equally bead taste, the blouse 
sleeve is cut short, too, but the wearer has been 
careless about putting on her gloves, and goes along 
blissfully unconscious that a bare arm with a walk- 
ing suit is decidedly incongruous. 

Elbow sleeves belong only to the more forma; 
types of dresses, aud should be strictly relegated 
to their types. Reception and visiting costumes 
are at their prettiest made with sleeves of elbcw 
length, but the plainer styles—morning dressés and 
walking skirts and the rest of the less formal 
things—are better made with long sleeves.

the Company; other townships and 
branches had been established; and 
roads had been cut through the hitherto 
tractiess forests of the Huron district. 
And all this within three years, for it 
was not until 1827 that the Cdnada 
Company had purchased from the gov- 
ernment 2,484,413 acres af fertile land 
situated in Upper Canada, now Ontario, 
and mostly in that spur of the Dominion 
practically bounded by the sweet-water 
Jakes of Ontario, Erie and Huron. 

The Canada Company, {ncorporeted 
to “purchase, improve, eettle, and dis- 
pose of” the lands it had acquired in the 
Dominion, owed its origin to John Galt, 
who had returned from ao enquiry into 
the resources of Upper Canada, organ 
ised by ‘the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in 1823, possessed of a noble 
enthusiasm and an unbounded belief in 
the prospects of the brilliant future 
which he had discerned awaiting the 
country. while journeying through its 
endless forests and fertile Jands. 

In addition to being the company's 
first secretary, Galt assumed the sole re- 
sponsibility of the government of the 
whole of the Innds that had been ac-| 
quired, and of his ability to do so there 
is, indeed, no proof wanting. 

Immediately upon arrival, he began 
opening up the country, and in three | 
years, 18 we have shown in the 


se of| 
Guelph, was able to point to numerous | 
thriving settlements and to severa) good} 
roads communicating vast tracts of ex-| 
cellent land with the wacerways leading} 
to the St. Lawrence river and Quabec. | 
The more Galt saw of, the wonderful 
country that lay under his control the 
more he ‘was impressed with its possi- 
bilities. Writing home to England in 
June, 1827, after a trip to the north of 
Guelph, he says: 

“We have had a most laborious jour- 
of seventy-two miles through the 
wooda, but have been rewarded by com- 
ing into the most beautifal eountry In 
Canada; while eo many poor people are 
in a state near starvation with you, I 
could easily set eighty thousand families 
in a fair way. to making themselves in- 
dependent in a few years hence.” 

The company set about making its ob- 
jecta known by judicious advertisement 
throagh the United Kingdom—a course 
that eighty years ago offered many ¢diffi- 
culties In three years, however, they 
had published throughout England, Scot 
land and Wales prospectus maps & 
pamphlets respecting the capabilities of 
the colony, and with such’ excellent re- 
sults thet eight years after the company 
had been incorporated. the emigration 
figures, standing when it wi started at 
five thousand, had risen to fifteen thous- 
and. The emigrants were not only of 
the working classes but men of capital, 
and, what was of more consequence to 
the country, of education and intelli-

986 acrea are under leases with the right 
of purchase, 51,700 acres under leases 
without ‘that option, and 70,135 acres 
vacant and open for disposal. 

It is now expected that the activity in 
railway development in Canada will 
tend to create a demand for the com- 
pany’s latids im localities which have 
hitherto been destitute of transit facili- 
ties, and among these districts are the 
townships of Darling and Pakenham, 
where there are sald to be iron ore de- 
posits on lots, belonging to the company. 

The average price per acre obtained 
by the company in 1820, the first yeas. 
of their operations, was 8s, 4d. ster- 
ling. In the, year 1886 the average 
price obtained per acre was S4s. Td. eter- 
ling, and last year it was $13.64 (565. 
4d.- sterling). The lands of the com- 
pany are now, generally spenking, sur- 
rounded by old settlewents, and easily 
accessible by railways and roads to mar- 
kets. The greater portion are unbroken 
lands, but the company have free a lim- 
ited number of partially cleared lots. 

From 1826 to 1834 the company, un- 
der the provisions of their charter, paid 
4 per cent interest per ananm to the 
proprietors; from 1834 to 1853, 6 per 
eent per annum; and from 1853 to De- 
1905, dividends varying from 
15s. to £10 a share per annum. The 
sum of £280,822 10s, or £31 10s, a 
share, has been returned to the share- 
holders in repayment of the paid up 
capital. Under the provisions of an act 
of Parliament passed in 1881, 506 shares 
have been purchased and cancelled. The 
number of shares now existing is 8,319.
